Report of the Seashore Divinity School. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — The Board of Directors of the Seashore Divinity 
School is happy to report to you that our school this year, the eighth 
session, was well attended and in many respects the best we have 
yet had. The outlook for the future is very bright. There have been 
more than eight hundred registrations in the school up to date. Every 
year the substantial attendance is on the increase and if we had 
ample accommodations the average attendance at each session would 
easily reach two hundred. 

There are few places anywhere equal to the Seashore Camp 
Ground for inspiration, rest and recreation. We call your special at- 
tention to the following items which should be of interest to all of 
the patronizing Conferences: 

1. The scope of the work done by the Divinity School has been 
broadened so as to include some phases of the Sunday School and 
Mission work. The Sunday School Boards of each of the Conferences 
are asked to secure the services of a Sunday School specialist for one 
hour each day, and the Woman’s Missionary Societies are also re- 
quested to furnish a specialist for one hour each day. It is expected 
that these two interests will provide funds for these two lecturers. 

2. The post graduate course of study will be one of the instruc- 
tive and attractive features of the School in the future. It will be 
comprehensive enough to interest the preacher who is lacking in his 
early training as well as the college graduate. It is a four years’ 
course of study and is in no way to take the place of the post gradu- 
ate work outlined by the College of Bishops. A certicate will be 
given to those taking the course each year and at the conclusion 
of the fourth year a diploma will be awarded to those completing the 
entire course. 

3. Emory and Southern Universities will be asked to send in- 
structors who will take charge of a school of English running 
throughout the session. 

4. Three prizes of $25.00, $15.00 and $10.00 are offered for first, 
second and third best papers or essays of not less than three thou- 
sand nor more than five thousand words on “How to increase the 
efficiency of the Country Church.” Any person who contributes the 
annual fee of $2.50 will be eligible as a contestant. The papers should 
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be sent to the Secretary, Rev. W. W. Holmes, New Orleans, La., not 
later than the first day of the next session, June 26th, 1917. 

5. The strongest and most attractive program yet offered is 
being prepared now for the next session. The services of the most 
popular and best platform speakers on the continent are being 
sought. This, with the other important features offered, should 
easily secure the attendance of at least three hundred preachers w r ho 
have not yet stopped growing in efficiency. 

The slogan of the school is “A Greater Man for a Greater 
Service.” If our great Church shall continue to grow' and do the 
work in the world God intended it should we must develop a strong, 
intelligent, aggressive leadership — one that knows the w r ay, keeps 
ahead and can induce others to follow. We call upon you to assist 
in popularizing this school down by the Gulf so that it may reach 
helpfully and inspirationally the w’hole leadership of our Church in 
these patronizing Conferences. 

Our Finance Committee has made the following estimates on the 
several Conferences for next year: Alabama, $250.00; Mississippi, 

$350.00, and Louisiana, $150.00. We trust your Board of Education 
and Conference w r ill confirm the action of our Committee and make 
the appropriation requested of your Conferences.

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Your Committee on Publishing Interests sub 
mits the following report: 



Since all printing material has so greatly advanced in price, we 
feel that the Church is to be congratulated upon the splendid report 
of the Publishing Agents. It is gratifying to note that this year’s 
business exceeds the last by $36,770.00. 

We rejoice over the increasing number of Sunday Schools 
throughout the Church, and recommend that in every case our own 
literature be used in the schools of our Conference, as there is none 
better, especially for our own need. 

We state with a sense of pride that many men of pronounced 
ability claim that the Review was never better than it is today under 
the editorial supervision of our own Dr. H. M. DuBose. We sincerely 
trust that the Review will be given a wider reading among our 
preachers and laymen. We call special attention to “A Supplemental 
History of Methodism” by Dr. DuBose. 

We concur in advancing the subscription price of the Christian 
Advocate to $1.50 to preachers, and deplore the fact our Publishing 
House sustained a loss of more than eleven thousand dollars on the 
Review, Christian Advocate, Epworth Era and Missionary Voice. We 
urge the brethren to be diligent in circulating these periodicals. 

We do not believe there is a Conference Journal within the en- 
tire Church that excels our New Orleans Advocate in any respect. 
We approve in the advance of the subscription to the preachers and 
bespeak for it a larger interest than ever before since we must real- 
ize the work is done with greater expense than ever.

Report of Committee on Temperance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren — The fruitage of careful and prayerful seed sow- 
ing along temperance and prohibition lines, are evidenced not only 
in our own home land, but among the Nations of the earth. 

Even in the press dispatches today, we find in great headlines: 
“France decided upon National Prohibition.” Prior to a few years 
past, the record has ever shown our great commonwealth in the fore- 
front of prohibition movements. As a moral question of supremest 
importance, we have given it an aggressively conservative adherence 
from its early history. With the deepest sense of gratitude to God 
for the victories of the past, and with the promise of an even closer 
leaning upon Him for greater achievements in the days just ahead of 
us, we shall use all honorable means. 

Therefore, Be It Resolved: 

1st. That we make as our goal, not only the entire United States 
for National Prohibition, but the extinction of the manufacture 
and sale of vinous and spiritous liquors as beverage. 

2nd. That we will in every practical and honorable way, aid in 
the strict enforcement of the splendid laws now found on our Statute 
Books. 

3rd. That we hereby commend and pledge a hearty support to 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Anti-Saloon 
League of Mississippi. 

We suggest the following Memorial to Congress: 

The Mississippi Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, most respectfully memorialize the Congress of the 
United States to pass bills now before your honorable body relative 
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to forbidding the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage, and the use of the mails by liquor dealers to carry their 
advertisements.

The report of the Special Hospital Committee was read 
and adopted as follows: 

Report of the Hospital Committee of the 
Mississippi Conference. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

The financial depression throughout this section during the year 
made it impossible to project a large and liberal campaign for the 
Hospital, and our field secretary has therefore been greatly ham- 
pered in his work. But he has raised over $36,000.00 for our pro- 
posed Hospital, more than $16,000.00 of which is in cash. All ex- 
penses, including the annual note on our property and accrued inter- 
est, have been paid and there is a balance of $1,450.00 in the 
treasury. 

Our Hospital Commissioners have adopted plans adequate to 
meet the crying need and worthy of our peoples’ ability. Our ample 
site has the promise of large things. The architectural plans pro- 
vided for a building of five units, affording, when complete, five hun- 
dred beds. The board purposes first building the three front units, 
the main and central unit to be seven stories high, and the east and 
west units, or wings, to be five stories each; thus providing three 
hundred beds. 

The need for our Methodist Hospital is most urgent. The Hospi- 
tal facilities of this section do not by any means meet the demands, 
and the poor and dependent are especially without provision of this 
kind. We must prove to all men that our loved church makes her 
members as tender of heart and helpful of hand as those of any de- 
nomination in the work. 

We are glad to hear of the large plans on foot for the campaign 
in the city of Memphis under the leadership of an acknowledged ex- 
pert. and that there is every promise of great success. We also 
commend the wise and opportune determination of the Hospital 
Board to place other solicitors in the field as soon as suitable per- 
sons can be found. 

Hospital Day. 

We join the other co-operating conferences in setting apart 
January 27, 1917, the fourth Sunday, as Hospital Day, and we hereby 
request all our Presiding Elders and Preachers in charge to observe 
the Day in all our churches, Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues 
and that our people be urged to make large and liberal offerings to 
this great Home Missionary enterprise of our Church. 

It is proposed that each of the four interested conferences at once 
raise Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) to Endow a room in the 
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Methodist Hospital in which its own preachers can receive surgical 
and medical treatment and care free of charge, whenever it may be 
needed. The Memphis and North Mississippi Conferences have al- 
ready pledged themselves to do this. We must also have such a 
room and we should raise the money NOW. 

Our field secretary has been diligent and faithful and has done 
well in the face of many difficulties. Let us give him our earnest 
prayers and heartiest co-operation. 

We recommend the election of J. R. Jones, J. T. Leggett, P. H. 
Enochs, L. N. Dantzler and W. M. Lampton, as our Hospital Com- 
missioners. 

We call attention to the unanimous re-election of Rev. H. 
M. Ellis as Field Secretary, by the Board of Directors of the Hospital 
and the request that he be reappointed to that position. We appre- 
ciate this honor conferred upon our brother and we heartily concur 
in their request.

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Report of the American Bible Society Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren — This is the Centenary of the Society and in many 
places throughout the United States this great cause has been em- 
phasized by the preparation and observance of a suitable program. 
The thing most needed to help this cause is to get a knowledge in 
the minds of the people of what the Society has done, is doing and 
should do and they would gladly give the funds necessary to 
carry on this work. The General Board has prepared abundance 
of literature for the dissemination of this knowledge, which can 
be had for the asking. They have published the story of 
the society from the very foundation, many tracts and other publica- 
tions, and publish a little monthly called the Bible Society Record, 
at the price of thirty-five cents a year. They have also prepared a 
splendid set of stereoptican slides, “How We Got Our Bible,” which 
can be had free. We would urge our preachers to avail themselves 
of these means of information as much as possible. The decrease in 
the income of the Board and the increase in the demands have made 
it necessary to cut the appropriation to sustain the central agency 
fifty per cent in the last three years. With the increasing demand 
from every mission field, the issuing of a new edition or a new trans- 
lation each month in the year, the distributing of one million copies 
of the New Testament in forty languages to the soldiers on the battle- 
fields of Europe in one year and the constant increased demand in 
the home field render it imperative that the Church should give more 
liberally to this great cause. We should see that our Leagues, Sun- 
day Schools, and congregations should be enlightened on this great 
subject. The society has made it possible for twenty tribes of 
North American Indians to read the Bible in their own languages, 
and at great pains and expense have prepared a Bible for the blind. 
Rev. George S. J. Brown, D.D., 434 Elm Street, Cincinnati, secretary 
of the central agency, can be had free of charge at almost any time 
to visit almost any section of his territory to represent this great 
cause. The total amount raised during the year now ending coming 
to our Board, $645.98; $40.00 for the publication of the minutes and 
incidental $1.25; $602.78 to Rev. George J. S. Brown, secretary of 
central agency. We would recommend the assessment of $1,200.00 
for the year 1917 and distributed as follows:

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The report of the Sunday School Board was read and 
adopted as follows : 

Report of the Sunday School Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

1. It is very gratifying to report that for the last year for which 
we have statistics for the entire church, there has been an increase 
in Sunday School enrollment of 122,000 and an increase in Sunday 
School pupils uniting with the church of nearly 14,000. 

2. We wish to commend the Sunday School literature issued by 
our Publishing House, which had a total gain in circulation last 
year of over 113,000, the largest gain for any single year in our his- 
tory. We believe our Sunday School literature the best for Method- 
ists, and commend its use in all our schools. 

3. We wish to call the attention of the Conference to the present 
teachers training course, the first two books of which have been 
issued, and are in use, the first one being “The Pupil, the Teacher 
and the School,” and the second “The Worker and his Bible.” The 
number of pupils enrolled in our training courses is approximately 
ten thousand. 

4. During the past year the General Sunday School Board has 
added to its work an Elementary Department and has placed at the 
head of that department as its Superintendent, Miss Minnie E. Ken- 
nedy, of Alabama. We bespeak for her the active co-operation of the 
members of this Conference. 

5. We call attention to the great progress that is being made in 
the Wesley Bible Class Department, and ask at the hands of our 
Pastors and Superintendents the hearty co-operation with this Board 
in its efforts to increase the number of Wesley Bible Classes in our 
Conference. These classes are closely related to our church and 
their loyalty counteracts the tendency toward that class indepen- 
dence which has embarrassed other denominations. We are looking 
toward a federation of these classes in our Conference during this 
Conference year. 

6. We are sincerely gratified at the pleasing increase that has 
been made in Children’s Day observance, and ask our brethren that 
there be no relaxation of their efforts in that direction. Our goal 
this year is a Children’s Day observance in every charge. The Board 
is prepared to give a banner to the first district reporting Children’s 
Day collection from every school. 

7. We desire to thank the Presiding Elders and Pastors of the 
Conference for their sympathy and co-operation, without which our 
success could not have been possible. 

8. The Board has made arrangements with the Secretary of the 
Conference for some additional space in the forthcoming journal, at 
the expense of the Sunday School Board.

The report of the Committee on Orphans ’ Home was read 
and adopted as follows: 

Report of Committee on Orphans' Home. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 
Dear Brethren — Your Orphans’ Home Committee beg leave to 
submit the following report: 
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It is with a high degree of pleasure that we report the continued 
prosperity of our Orphans’ Home. This year has been one of un- 
usual success. Many more children have been received into the 
home this year and good homes have been found for a number of 
children. 

The financial condition of the Home is very gratifying, there 
being at this time a satisfactory balance in the treasury. All of this 
is evidence of the efficient management of Rev. J. B. Randolph. We 
have examined carefully the report of the Board of Directors and the 
recommendations by the Board for Conference action, as shown by 
the report, all of which we endorse and recommend for your favorable 
consideration. 

The report of the Board of Directors is attached hereto and made 
a part of this report, but we desire to bring to the attention of this 
Conference and recommend your approval of a resolution adopted 
by the Executive Committee of the Board of Directors, which is as 
follows, to-wit: 

Be it resolved by the Executive Committee of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home, M. E. Church, South, as- 
sembled at the domicile of said Mississippi Orphans’ Home in the 
City of Jackson, State of Mississippi, pursuant to a resolution of the 
Board of Directors of said Mississippi Orphans’ Home, authorizing 
said Executive Committee to consider and report its findings to the 
Mississippi Annual Conference of said church, and the North Missis- 
sippi Annual Conference of said church, respectively, that we, the 
said Board of Directors, therefore make the following recommenda- 
tions : 

That the charter of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home be amended 
by adding Section 4 to read as follows: That the number of the 

Board of Directors and Trustees be increased from the number 10 
to the number 14, 12 of which board shall be nominated and elected 
by the two said conferences, to-wit: That the Mississippi Annual 

Conference shall elect from time to time three clerical and three lay 
members of said board, as vacancies shall occur therein, and the 
North Mississippi Annual Conference shall nominate and elect six 
members of said board, of which three shall be clerical members and 
three shall be lay members, from time to time as vacancies shall 
occur. The remaining two members of said board shall be composed 
of two ladies, as follows, to-wit: One lady member shall be nomi- 

nated by the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Mississippi Annual 
Conference and elected by the Mississippi Annual Conference; and 
the other lady member of said board shall be nominated by the Wo- 
man’s Missionary Society of the North Mississippi Annual Confer- 
ence and elected by said North Mississippi Annual Conference. 

Said board of 14 directors and trustees shall exercise all rights 
and authority and be charged with all responsibilities and duties of 
the Board of Directors and Trustees of said Mississippi Orphans’ 
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Home and in all respects may perform all of the duties as such Board 
of Directors and Trustees. 

As there are vacancies on the Board of Directors and Trustees 
of one clerical member and two lay members, we recommend to 
the Conference the election of Rev. W. M. Sullivan, M. S. Enochs and 
W. M. Buie to fill the vacancies. 

We earnestly recommend that the pastors and superintendents 
appoint a representative for the Orphans’ Home for each and every 
church and Sunday School of the Conference.

Report of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home from Nov. 1, 1915 to 
November 1, 1916: 

On November 1, 1915, there were 213 children in the Home, but 
during the year 100 children were received and 15 children returned 
to the Home, making a total in the Home during the year of 328. 
Four have gone out for themselves, 45 have been adopted or placed 
in good homes and 55 have been taken out by relatives, making a 
total of 104 that have gone out, leaving 224 in the Home on November 
1, 1916. 

The health in the Home has been good for the most part, only 
a few cases of sickness, none of which proved fatal, for which we are 
very thankful. We are still carrying out the directions of the gov- 
ernment experts in the matter of food and a well balanced ration, 
and we do not expect any return of pellagra. 

The children of the Home have as good educational advantages 
as any school in Jackson affords, up to and including the ninth grade. 
We have five teachers in our school. The boys at Warmack Farm 
attend the Warmack School where we have two teachers. Both 
schools will run at least eight months and we hope to arrange for an 
additional month. Some of our girls are permitted to attend college 
by the generosity of some special friends. 

The children are taught to work in the Home and on the farm. 
Good crops of oats, corn, potatoes and hay have been raised on the 
farm during the year and a number of cattle have been added to 
our dairy herd. 

We have a Sunday School and a wide awake Epworth League in 
which great interest is taken by the inmates of the Home. We have 
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religious services once every day and preaching on Sunday. We had 
a good revival and 50 of the children united with the church on pro- 
fession of faith.

In addition to the above, special donations, valued at $1,950.00 
have been received, including a tractor engine, a one hundred ton silo, 
a new wagon, an engine and a cattle barn. Included in the disburse- 
ments were improvements, repairs and equipment to the amount of 
$ 2 , 100 . 00 . 

We endorse the monthly plan of contributions and urge all 
churches, Sunday Schools, Missionary Societies, Epworth Leagues and 
individuals to contribute regularly once a month to the support of 
these, our orphan children. In addition to this, we ask that they 
also he remembered in a special way on Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
Easter and Work Day. 

We ask the favorable consideration of the Conference in the 
matter of granting a deed to the City of Jackson of a strip of land 
on the West Side of the Orphanage property for the extension of 
Mill Street, notice of which was given one year ago. 

We ask that you authorize the Board of Trustees to donate one 
acre of land on Warmack Farm to Hinds County for school purposes, 
same to be used as such and to revert back to the Home when it 
ceases to be used for a school. 

We also ask that you endorse the resolution of the Executive 
Committee amending the charter of the Home, providing for a rep- 
resentative from the Woman’s Missionary Society in each conference, 
also authorizing an equal number of laymen and clerical members 
on the Board from the conference. We would suggest that the 
present representative of the Woman’s Missionary Society be re- 
quested to co-operate until her successor is elected, as provided in 
the proposed amendment to the charter. 

The terms of office of Rev. H. M. Ellis and Mr. R. L. Bennett 
expire with this session of the Conference. We respectfully ask you 
to elect to fill vacancies. We also request that you elect to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Major R. W. Millsaps. 

In many respects, this is a good report, and we wish to endorse 
the administration of Bro. J. B. Randolph.

Report of the Epworth League Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — There is no doubt the Epworth League in our 
Church can and is performing most excellent work. Young people 
who have the opportunity of being active members of this splendid 
organization and are availing themselves of the same are destined 
to take a more prominent place in the Church work than those who 
have not this opportunity. They learn to express themselves in 
public in their own meetings. The monthly devotional meetings, 
where Godly leaders can be trained, are developing our young peo- r 

pie in righteousness and usefulness. 

Leaguers are being called by the operation of the Holy Spirit, to 
the great work of preaching the Gospel, to special city mission work 
and to other important fields of labor. We are glad to note that there 
is a new impetus visible in the Epworth League work. Pastors are 
trying to comply with the requirements of the discipline of our 
church that says: “Let Epworth Leagues be organized in all of our 

congregations.” 

The minutes of 1915 show a net gain of 9013 members in South- 
ern Methodism. The Leagues are doing a noble missionary work. 

They paid over $10,000.00 to the Congo mission for this year, for 
other objects $70,000.00, making a contribution of more than $100,- 
000.00. The Board of Missions has again committed the responsi- 
bility of supporting that Mission to the League. 

We commend the African Special to you and urge you to em- 
phasize it in your Leagues. We endorse the Summer Epworth 
League Conference to be held in Columbia on next June, 7-10, and 
urge our pastors to attend. We recommend the organization of each 
District and the City Unions in accord with the League Constitution. 

We commend the Knights of Ezelah and the Girls of Epworth in the 
Junior League. We urge every League to measure up to the standard 
of efficiency. 

We would call attention to the importance of observing the 
Special Days in the League, to-wit: 

The Quiet Hour Covenant, on the 1st Sunday in January. 

Epworth Era Day, on the 2d Sunday in January. 

Fellowship Week, begins the Sunday preceding Easter. 

Anniversary Day, is the 2d Sunday in May. 

Education Day comes early in June and you are urged to give 
emphasis to the cause of Christian Education. 

Epworth League Rally Day, is appointed for the 1st Sunday in 
September. 

Mission Study Rally Day coincides with the Missionary Meeting 
in October.

REV. GEORGE H. GALLOWAY. 

Rev. George H. Galloway was born in Madison County, near 
Canton, Miss., September 16, 1862. His parents, Dr. J. H. and 
Mrs. S. J. Galloway, were originally from North Carolina. He 
was one of four brothers and three sisters, all of whom survive 
him except one sister. His early education was received in 
the public schools of his county, after which he attended Cen- 
tenary College, Jackson, La. He graduated with the honors 
of his class in 1886. His heart was given to God in early child- 
hood, and while yet a boy the call of God to the ministry came 
to him. 

At the session of the Mississippi Conference in 1886 he was 
admitted on trial into the traveling connection and gave to the 
Church thirty years of earnest, faithful service. The following 
gives the order of his pastorates: Columbia, three years; Mag- 

nolia, two years; Carthage and Walnut Grove, two years; Rose 
Hill, two years; Lauderdale, one year; Meridian, East End, two 
years; Pearlington, four years; Gulfport, four years; presiding 
elder of the Vicksburg District, four years; Conference Mis- 
sionary Secretary, one year; President of the Mississippi Con- 
ference Training School, one year and six months; Hattiesburg, 
Court Street, two years; McComb, Centenary, one year and six 
months. 

He was married on December 19, 1889, to Miss Emma 
Leavell, of Hinds County, Miss., who stood by him to the end 
of his itinerant career, proving herself a helpmeet indeed. 
Eight children blessed this union — six sons and two daughters 
— all of whom survive him except one daughter. 

On May 31, 1916, the summons came suddenly for him to 
lay his armor down and receive the crown of glory awaiting 
the faithful and the true. He was in the midst of one of his 
most joyous and successful pastorates; only a few weeks be- 
fore he had closed a very gracious revival in his church, and the 
outlook was most encouraging. The devotion of his church was 
manifest in the profound sorrow which spread over the entire 
membership when the announcement of his death was made; 
yea, the entire community mourned the loss of this true ser- 





vant of God. He had attended the closing exercises of the 
public school the evening before, and during the night the 
end came as he was rising from his knees at his bedside where 
he had knelt to pray. His body was laid to rest in the McComb 
Cemetery after impressive services in Centenary Church, which 
was filled to its utmost capacity by sorrowing relatives and 
friends. The presence of a number of the ministers of the 
Conference was a source of great comfort to the hearts of the 
bereaved wife and children. The magnificent floral offerings 
were but a faint expression of the high esteem in which he was 
held and the deep sympathy felt by all; their silent message 
meant much to the sorrowing ones. 

Thus has been given in outline the life work of one of 
God’s chosen servants, one who was not unmindful of the great 
responsibility of his high calling, one who studied “to show 
himself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed rightly dividing the word of truth.” God gave evi- 
dence of his divine approval in that many were led into a 
saving knowledge of Christ through his ministry, and many 
others w r ere strengthened in their Christian experience by his 
words of counsel and admonition. In a letter from his wife is 
the following statement: “Scores of letters have come to me 

from the various appointments that Mr. Galloway had served, 
telling me of what he had meant to this one and that one in 
their Christian experience.” These letters are a great consola- 
tion to her in this hour of sorrow, and, knowing the deep yearn- 
ing of his heart for evidences that he had been a help to others, 
she adds: “Oh, if half of what has been written me of his work 

had been said to him, what an inspiration it would have been! 
He longed always for a fruitful ministry — to know that he was 
helping somebody in the struggle against evil.” 

That Brother Galloway was a man of God who knew and 
loved the doctrines of Methodism was evident to all who knew 
him; it was only to his intimate friends, however, that he 
would speak of his deep heart experiences. It was the privilege 
of the writer to be numbered among this inner circle of friends. 
We came to know each other in this intimate way while he was 
presiding elder of the Vicksburg District. He loved to talk of 




those portions of Scripture which relate to the exceeding great- 
ness of God’s love, and the rich experiences that rightly belong 
to those who accept Christ as their Savior. He yearned to be 
filled with all the fulness of God, and many were the happy 
moments that came to him as he thus studied and talked of the 
teachings of God’s Word. 

He was a man of strong convictions and did not hesitate to 
contend for what he believed to be right. Often in the midst of 
discussion which followed, his utterances would have the ring 
of harshness and severity, but those who knew him best were 
well aware that there was no bitterness in his heart, only the 
kindliest feeling for those who took the other side of the ques- 
tion. He loved God; he loved his brethren and longed for their 
love in return. It can be said of him truthfully, “He was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith,” and when the 
end came he was doubtless met by his Lord with the glad wel- 
come: “Well done, thou good and faithful servant; enter thou 

into the joy of thy Lord.”

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REUBEN WEBSTER MILLSAPS 



So many years has Major Millsaps been a commanding 
figure in commercial, religious, and educational life of Missis- 
sippi that the most prominent facts of his life and character are 
well known to all. 

He was born May 30th, 1833, in Copiah County, Mississippi, 
a county that justly boasts having given to the State many of 
its most distinguished citizens. He was the second of eight 
children of Reuben and Lavinia (Clowers) Millsaps, both of 
whom were Georgians by birth. His paternal grandfather, Wil- 
liam Millsaps, a native of Georgia, came with his family to Perry 
County, Mississippi, in 1811, and became a resident of Copiah 
County in 1830, when that country was a wilderness. His ma- 
ternal grandfather, William Clowers, came also from Georgia 
and settled in Copiah County in the same year, becoming there 
a prominent and influential citizen. His father, Reuben Mill- 
saps, grew to manhood in this section of the State; by his own 
efforts he acquired a superior education and became the first 
school teacher in the county. Here he married and here con- 
tinued to live until the time of his death in 1854. 

To the example and precept of his father is due, probably, 
the fact that when he was seventeen years old the young man 
left his home and went to Natchez, walking the entire distance, 
save when assisted along his way by some passing wagon. Here 
he took passage on a steam boat for Madison, Indiana, where 
he entered Hanover College, bent upon obtaining an education 
that would adequately equip him for the battle of life. After 
remaining here two years, he was induced to go to Asbury Col- 
lege, (now DePauw University, Greencastle, Indiana) from 
which he was graduated in 1854. The years of his college life 
were years of poverty and toil. Privation and menial, but 
honest, toil were the price paid for the education that he was 
determined to secure. Sometimes to those who possessed his 
confidence he would tell of those earlier days, and the heart of 
the listener would melt at the simple recital of the pathetic 
story of the heroic struggle with poverty and want. 

After his graduation he taught school two years in War- 
ren County, Miss., in the home of Colonel Glass, every penny 
being saved that he might study law in Harvard University. 
He was awarded his diploma and degree from this great Law 
School in 1858, and located for the practice of his profession in 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas, where he continued in successful and 
growing practice until the opening of the Civil War. Upon one 
occasion while at Harvard he received a check for $600.00, sent 





without a word to indicate from whom it came or for what 
purpose intended. But he suspected his old friend in Warren- 
ton, and wrote to him, asking about it. In due time he received 
a letter from Colonel Glass, admitting that he had sent the 
check, and saying that he thought it might be needed; that he 
wished his young friend to accept it and that at some time in 
the future he might return it if he wished, but that its return 
was not desired. When in business in Brookhaven after tne 
war Major Millsaps learned that Colonel Glass was dead and 
that his property had been swept away by the war. Going to 
his desk he drew a check to the amount of the principal and 
interest of the gift and sent it to a lawyer in Vicksburg to be 
forwarded to the widow of his old friend. It is said that from 
that day she was the recipient of his aid, and that after her 
death her son was the object of his grateful kindness. 

He joined Company A, of the Ninth Arkansas Regiment, 
C. S. A.; was elected Lieutenant, then chosen Adjutant, and 
afterward made Lieutenant-Colonel. With his regiment he saw 
service in Kentucky and Tennessee, and participated in the 
battle of Shiloh, where he was wounded. After remaining in 
the hospital in Jackson, Miss., for some time he rejoined his 
command at Corinth in 1862. As a part of General Loring’s 
division, he participated in the movements about Vicksburg, in- 
cluding the battle of Baker’s Creek. As the Confederate forces 
were pressed back upon Vicksburg, General Loring led his com- 
mand south of the city, and, crossing Big Black river, turned 
east to Crystal Springs; then moved north in time to join Gen- 
eral Johnston in the fight at Jackson. In this battle Major Mill- 
saps, now ranking Major, was a part of the right wing of John- 
ston’s army and was in the low lands, skirting the hills and 
stretching northward from the old Capitol. He was with Gen- 
eral Bragg in the fighting around Atlanta and took part in the 
battles at Franklin and Nashville, being again wounded in the 
latter engagement. Following this he saw service in North 
Carolina under General Johnston, and participated in the last 
battle of the war at Bentonville. He was on his way to the 
trans-Mississippi department, and had reached Jackson, Miss., 
when the news of General Lee’s surrender came to him. It is 
said that he was brevetted Brigadier General, but never re- 
ceived his commission. 

After his discharge from the army Major Millsaps returned 
to south Mississippi and engaged in the business of hauling 
cotton from the interior to the river at Natchez. Cotton was 
plentiful and teams were scarce and in demand, and ten dollars 
a bale was the price paid for hauling. From cotton hauling to 
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■cotton buying was an easy step, and from this to merchandis- 
ing, and we find him engaged in a general mercantile business 
in Brookhaven in association with his brother, Rev. W. G. Mill- 
saps, in 1866. In 1880 he sold out his interests in Mississippi and 
went to St. Louis, Mo., where he established a wholesale Grocery 
and Cotton Commission business. Closing out this business 
in 1884 he spent a year in travel in Europe with his family, 
after which he returned to America, and in Hazlehurst, Miss., 
established the Merchants and Planters Bank, which he man- 
aged until 1887, when he moved to Jackson and became the 
President of the Capital State Bank, soon to be changed into 
the Capital National Bank. In this city he has spent the inter- 
vening years. 

In 1869 Major Millsaps was married to Mrs. Mary F. 
Younkin, the daughter of Horace Bean, a wealthy banker of 
New Orleans. Of this union no children were born; but this 
lack was largely supplied by the presence of a gracious little 
neice, Josie, who became their adopted daughter. She is now 
the wife of the Hon. Guston T. Fitzhugh, of Memphis, Tenn. 

The home life of Major Millsaps was very happy. Mrs. 
Millsaps was a very beautiful woman, of refined and gentle spirit 
and gracious manner, and between her and her noble husband 
there existed the warmest affection. The home itself was fur- 
nished with simple elegance, and in it was dispensed a generous 
hospitality. May 25th, 1908, Major Millsaps was greatly be- 
reaved in the death of his beloved wife, and the strong man 
weakened under the twofold burden of age and sorrow. Hence- 
forth his comfort and happiness became the care of Mary, his 
sister’s daughter, the wife of Mr. Harry N. Austin of Jackson. 

The illness that came to him about the first of June alarmed 
his friends; though they looked forward to his early and com- 
plete recovery. But to those who came to see him he said that 
his work was done and that he would not get well, adding that 
he was ready to go and did not wish to remain longer. With 
unshaken fortitude he bore the pain, and with trustful confi- 
dence he awaited the coming of the end, and Wednesday night, 
June 28th, surrounded by his loved ones he fell asleep, his last 
words being, “Tell everybody good bye. Glory be to the Father 
and to the Son and to the Holy Ghost. Amen. Amen.” 

In person Major Millsaps was of medium height and weight, 
erect of carriage and quick of movement. He had been rather 
delicate in youth, but the out-door life and vigorous exercise of 
four years in the Confederate army had made him strong and 
rugged. His body was well knit and vigorous and his constitu- 
tion almost perfect. He was fair of complexion, with clear cut 
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features, hair of a light reddish brown, and clear bluish grey 
eyes that looked out with fearless confidence from beneath 
strong tawny eyebrows. His voice was clear and rather high 
in pitch, and his manner alert and attentive. He was probably 
quick tempered naturally, but had learned to an unusual degree 
the lesson of self control. Intellectually he was a man of un- 
usual power; his judgment of men was accurate, and of mat- 
ters almost unerring. In the consideration of a question he 
was the most impersonal of men, and his opinions were ex 
pressed with a candor that sometimes gave offense. It was 
interesting to note his unaffected surprise and sincere regret 
at learning that some statement of his had wounded the feel- 
ings or offended the dignity of his friend. To him the question 
was of the correctness of an opinion rather than of the person 
of him who expressed it. He was steadfast in his convictions 
and his promise was as unfailing as the rising of the sun. 

His mastery of the matters with which he had to do was 
comprehensive and detailed, and his memory retentive in a 
remarkable degree. He was systematic, careful, safe. In his 
earlier business life he was laborious to the limit of time and 
strength; in his later years he was laborious, methodically, 
prudently, efficiently. The chief elements of his success were 
judgment, capacity for hard work, the systematic ordering of 
his forces, prudence. He had in him none of the elements of 
a plunger. He had a wholesome horror of speculation. His 
fortune was not the result of a single bold venture, nor was it 
the outcome of some brilliant campaign of business daring; it 
was the garnered fruitage of long years of toil, guided by clear 
business judgment and conserved by prudent foresight. A spec- 
ulative financier might have made and lost in eighty years 
many greater fortunes than that of Major Millsaps. He made 
but one fortune, and its size could have been limited only by 
the years of his life. His counsels to those who sought his 
advice were marked by prudence. He was pre-eminently a safe 
counsellor. Many a venture against which his verdict was 
given might have turned out profitably; but when his judgment 
was favorable, the issue was as certain to be fortunate as any- 
thing contingent could be. One might prosper against his judg- 
ment; with his endorsement the venture was almost certain 
of success. 

Major Millsaps was one of the most approachable of men. 
Many a man has marvelled at the completeness with which he 
laid aside his business and gave himself with seemingly willing 
and undivided attention to his visitor, with no sign of im- 
patience or preoccupation, and the instant and undisturbed 
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resumption of his work, when his visitor had taken his de- 
parture. In social intercourse he was marked by simple, un- 
affected cordiality. His interest was easily aroused and he 
was a good listener. It is a privilege to have known him, and 
an honor to have accounted him a friend. 

He was a stalwart Methodist. His father and mother before 
him were Methodists. In his early life his religious sensibili- 
ties were awakened by his pious parents, and in his early youth 
he came under the helpful spritual influence of the Rev. Samuel 
L. L. Scott, a Methodist itinerant who often visited his father’s 
home and preached in the neiboring church. His memory loved 
to dwell upon the early scenes that centered around old Pleas- 
ant Valley church, at whose altars in his childhood he had 
given his heart to God, and the religious influences of child- 
hood and youth crystalized in manhood into those steadfast 
Christian principles that held him true to the faith of his fathers 
and formed the basis of that assurance that enabled him at the 
last to say: “I am ready to go.” Twenty-five years he was an 

efficient Sunday School teacher and fifty years a diligent and 
faithful steward. His work as an official in the Church showed 
the same careful mastery of detail, the same business sagacity, 
the same prompt and unremitting care that he gave to his every 
day affairs. In public worship he was conspicuous for his 
earnest and attentive participation in every feature of the 
service. He was a constant attendant upon the business meet- 
ings of the Church from the monthly conference of the local 
congregation to the quadrennial General conference of the Con- 
nection. It is probable that no layman in Mississippi was so 
frequently elected a delegate to the General Conference of the 
Church. 

He was a systematic and liberal contributor to the support of 
the ministry and the benevolent activities of the Church, and, 
if not especially enthusiastic in the support of its missionary 
agencies, it was because there was another great Christian en- 
terprise that absorbed his affections and commanded his un- 
measured beneficence. 

We have seen that probably from his father he inherited 
an interest in education; we have noted with what unnagging 
zeal he struggled against the difficulties that threatened to de- 
prive him of an adequate education. His intimate and confi- 
dential friends of the earlier time have told it of him that as 
the boy trudged along the hot and dusty road to Natchez his heart 
turned toward the God of his fathers and he said, with some- 
thing of the spirit of Jacob of old: “O God, if thou wilt pros- 
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per me in my plans and give me success in my life, I will build 
a College in Mississippi; so that her poor boys will not find it 
necessary to go so far away to get an education.” 

Forty years later Major Millsaps laid the foundation of 
Millsaps College in the offer of fifty thousand dollars to the 
Methodists of the State, provided they would raise an equal 
amount for the endowment of a Methodist College for boys in 
Mississippi. Since that day he has increased the initial gift 
ten fold. He has watched the progress of every building, the 
planting of every tree. He has unselfishly invested and de- 
veloped its growing endowment, has aided its every enterprise, 
has fostered every element of its growth, and in the midst of 
its beautiful campus desired that his dust should rest. If the 
story of his youthful covenant with God be true, the man has 
fulfilled the promise of the boy. 

But long before the building of Millsaps College he was 
conspicuous for his gifts to Whitworth Female College and 
other educational institutions of the Church, and notable for 
the unfailing generosity of his support of institutions for the 
education of the youth of the negro race. It is doubted if there 
be a needy school for the education of negroes in the State that 
has not been the recipient of his generous aid. While his gifts 
to the cause of Christian education suffice to place him in a 
class alone among Mississippians as a Christian philanthropist, 
his liberality was not limited to institutions of learning. The 
splendid church building that adorns our State Capital, the 
memorial of Mississippi’s loved and honored Galloway, was 
made possible by his large contribution, and unnumbered 
churches throughout the State have felt the blessing of his aid. 
To the Mississippi Orphans’ Home, of which he was a director, 
he gave with princely liberality. To the erection of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building and to the support of this 
noble benevolence he was a frequent and generous giver. Nor 
to these alone; but to the poor his hand unheralded, was ever 
stretched out to give relief. In his giving Major Millsaps was 
marked by a habit that was characteristic of the man. To 
give was to him a delight; but he was as methodical in his giv- 
ing as in his making or saving of money. He did not give im- 
pulsively, but only when deliberate and careful investigation 
convinced that he was justified in giving. 

Upon the campus of Millsaps College there stands a massive 
mausoleum, built of snowy marble. It is his monument. But 
near at hand there is a statlier structure that lifts its columned 
front toward the sky; at its feet, stretching far and wide, falls 
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the green swarded campus; around it forest trees wave their 
banners in the air; deep in their wooded emplacements stand 
other buildings. These are his monument. But back of its 
material expression is Millsaps College, intangible, but real 
and potent, with its high curriculum, its worthy faculty, its 
noble ideals of cultured and Christian manhood, its traditions, 
redolent with the memories of the sacred past and prophetic 
of its future glory. This is his monument. From out its halls 
have gone a thousand men, the product of its moulding hand. 
They are in every hamlet in the State, and scattered far beyond 
its portals; honoring every field of worthy endeavor, adorning 
every activity of Church and State, inspired by the high ideals 
of cultured hearts, armed with the keen perception and bal- 
anced judgment of cultural minds, the servants and leaders of 
their fellow men. These are his monument. He rests today 
from his labors and his w T orks do follow him.

REV. G. W. BACHMAN. 




The Mississippi Conference joins the brethren of the North 
Mississippi Conference in the sorrow at the death of the Rev. 
G. W. Bachman, an honored member of that body, who, after 
an itinerant life of more than fifty years, died at his home in 
Winona, Miss., January 25th, 1916. 



After serving more than a score of years in the pastorate 
in the Memphis and North Mississippi Conferences, Brother 
Bachman gave thirty years to the important work of distribut- 
ing Bibles and the publications of the Methodist Publishing 
House and other good books throughout the State of Mississippi, 
and for many years he was as well known, as honored, and as 
beloved, by the Methodist preachers and people of the southern 
half of the State as among those of the territory with which he 
was officially connected. He seemed specially fitted for the 
work in which he was engaged, and was accounted by the 
Agents of our publishing house and his many friends one of the 
most successful, if not, indeed, the most successful colporter 
in the Church. 



It is difficult to estimate at its full value the important 
work to which he gave himself. Not only did he minister to 
the pleasure of the people; his was a ministry of intellectual 
quickening, of widened outlook, of heightened ideals, of in- 
creased devotion; and only when we can measure the ultimate 
influence of one good book upon the character and life of one 
receptive youth, and multiply this influence a thousand fold, 
can we appraise the value of these thirty years. 



Brother Bachman was a stalwart Methodist of that con- 
servative type, which when found in a strong and gracious 
man, is of such incalculable value to the young men, with whom 
he came in contact. He was thoroughly conversant with the 
doctrines and movements of the Church, of quite extensive 
reading, and of large general information. He was a devout 
man, of gentle, gracious manner, and his presence in the homes 
of the people was a blessing. 



His ideal was a life of service, and his laborious and useful 
life of more than fifty years was consistent therewith. In his 
death he exemplified the faith of Christ his Savior.

The report was adopted. 

Report No. 3, of the Board of Education. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — The reports from the Connectional Boards de- 
voted to the cause of Christian Education, the General Board, the 
Department of Ministerial Supply and Training, and the Educational 
Commission, which were before us, show that the depression which 
ensued upon the loss of Vanderbilt University has given place to a 
spirit of optimism and hope in the prosecution of the greatest educa- 
tional movement ever undertaken by the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Emphasis is being laid upon an education which gives the 
widest scope to the intellect, while at the same time vitalizing the 
spiritual life. The Lordship of Christ over the intellect and the soul 
of Christ in the life is the modern Christian interpretation of 
education. 

There is urgent need for your hearty co-operation in securing 
more and better equipped preachers. With this end in view the 
Board asks that you set apart the fourth Sunday in February to be 
known as “Vocation Day,” to be observed by the preaching of a 
sermon upon a call to the work of the Christian ministry, and the 
taking of a special collection for the assistance of young men pre- 
paring for the work of the ministry, this “Vocation Day” fund to be 
administered by the Board through its Treasurer, W. M. Buie. The 
Department of Ministerial Supply and Training will furnish, without 
price, literature covering these vital subjects. 

We had before us reports of Emory University and of our several 
Educational Institutions. 

Emory University. 

In the report of the Educational Commission we are grateful to 
note the marvelous growth of this institution during the past two 
years and a half. The different items given indicate a large and 
growing interest on the part of the church in this youngest educa- 
tional enterprise of our great denomination. 

We record our appreciation of the untiring labor and service of 
the Chancellor, Bishop Warren A. Candler, whose life, we trust, may 
be spared to see the University grow to the largest essential propor- 
tions, as its great and effective leader. 

We call especial attention to the part Mississippi Methodism has 
assumed in the erection of the building for the Lamar School of 
Law, and we should accept this as a providential opportunity. 

The minimum amount we have the opportunity of contributing 
is $50,000.00, and approximately $17,000.00 of this has been secured. 
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We confidently look to our people to complete this contribution at 
an early day. 

We rejoice in the success of our Commissioner, and would re- 
spectfully urge that our pastors and laymen give him a cordial and 
hearty welcome to their pulpits and charges. 

We recommend the appointment of I. W. Cooper and J. T. Leg- 
gett as members of the Mississippi Committee for Emory University 
to act with a like committee from the North Mississippi Conference. 
We recommend the appointment of Robt. Selby as Commissioner of 
Emory University. 

Millsaps College. 



The 25th session of Millsaps College opened Sept. 13th last, and 
if the fifty teachers of the Graded Schools of Jackson are enrolled as 
special students in the Department of Education — a new department 
added to the course of study, materially strengthening it — the aggre- 
gate of the student body would be 300. The College has never had 
so splendidly equipped a body of instructors as at present. They are 
earnest young men, experienced teachers — most of them having pur- 
sued post graduate work in leading universities, and all of them mem- 
bers of the Methodist Church and of consistent character. 

Through the generosity of Major Millsaps $300,000.00 has been 
added to the endowment, which makes it the strongest in produc- 
tive endowment of all our Standard Colleges, save one, in the church. 
The provision of a recent act of the Legislature enables Millsaps 
graduates to secure professional license to teach in the public schools 
of the state without examinations. 

We recommend the hearty co-operation of the Conference with 
the special committee appointed to formulate plans for the celebra- 
tion of the 25th anniversary of the College and the 84th anniversary 
of the birth of the late Major R. W. Millsaps, its distinguished 
founder. 

The loyalty of Methodist preachers to their church is unques- 
tioned and compares favorably with any like body of men in the 
world, but the Board would urge our preachers to be more active in 
soliciting and securing patronage for the College. 

We recommend the appointment of M. M. Black as Commissioner 
of Millsaps College, specially charged with the raising of $60,000.00 
for the erection of a dormitory. We recommend the election of Mr. 
T. B. Lampton to fill the vacancy in the Board of Trustees created 
by the death of Major Millsaps. We recommend the appointment of 
Dr. A. F. Watkins as President. 



Whitworth Female College. 

The current year at Whitworth College has been a happy and 
successful one. The Preparatory School has been advanced to a 
four years’ High School course, with four competent teachers in 
charge. 
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The College proper has been classed by the General Board as 
a “B” grade College, putting it on a par with “A” grade institutions 
as to curriculum. We note with pride that a Whitworth student — 
Miss Audelle Alford — at the State Federation of Clubs recently was 
awarded a prize for the best original musical composition. There are 
208 students enrolled as against 210 last year. We recommend the 
appointment of Dr. I. W. Cooper as President. 

The Board asks that you approve the following conditions upon 
which the Trustees of Whitworth College agree to re-lease the Col- 
lege for six years to Dr. I. W. Cooper: 

First: Dr. Cooper agrees to pay all teachers and running ex- 

penses of the school including own salary, and after all expenses 
incident to running the school, should the President make anything 
above current expenses, he agrees to turn over the amount made 
above current expenses to the Trustees of Whitworth College. 

Second: The Executive Committee consisting of Dr. Butler, P. 

H. Enochs, W. D. Davis, S. E. Moreton, W. M. Williams and J. M. 
Morse, shall appraise the personal property of I. W. Cooper, con- 
sisting of pianos, school furnishings, heating apparatus, furniture of 
dormitories and furniture of dining hall. I. W. Cooper agrees to 
accept the appraisement of the Executive Committee. The appraise- 
ment of this personal property shall bear six per cent interest. The 
first money made each year by I. W. Cooper above all expenses shall 
go to the payment on said property until said debt is paid. 

Third: The President of the College, so long as he is responsi- 

ble for the current expenses of the college, retains the right to select 
teachers and servants, making all financial arrangements with them. 
However, he will not make any improvements on the College with- 
out the consent of the Executive Committee. 

Fourth: The Trustees of the College to use every effort to pay 

off all indebtedness created during the past four years for improve- 
ments. This indebtedness includes the corner lot amounting to ap- 
proximately $5,500.00. 

Fifth: The Trustees shall have the books of the College audited 

at the close of the first and second terms. The President’s salary, 
for which he is responsible, will be fixed after consultation with the 
Executive Committee. 

We recommend the appointment of B. F. Jones, C. W. Crisler, B. 
F. Lewis, James Hand and J. R. Jones as a committee to confer 
with the Board of Trustees of Whitforth College and its President, 
looking to the formulation of plans for the raising an endowment for 
the College, with instruction to report to the next session of this 
Conference in writing and in detail the results of this Conference. 

Port Gibson. 

The report from the Port Gibson Female College is encouraging. 
The current session opened with an enrollment of 102 as against 99 
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a year ago. There are 75 boarding pupils now as against 65 last 
session. The Sunday School, Epworth League and vesper service 
create a healthful, spiritual atmosphere. 

The debt on the annex has been liquidated and $200.00 expended 
upon College repairs. 

We recommend the confirmation of the following as Trustees: 

L. B. Allen, E. L. Alford, W. C. Gill, H. G. Butler and J. M. Morse. 

We recommend the appointment of T. J. O’Neil as President. 

Mississippi Conference Training School. 

The Mississippi Conference Training School opened with an en- 
rollment of 195 students — 55 in the Academic Department and 140 
in the Public School. There are eight ministerial students and 
three children of preachers in the student body. The Board asks the 
co-operation of the Conference w r ith the laudable effort of the Trus- 
tees to increase the facilities and general improvements of this 
institution. 

We recommend the confirmation of Dr. Rolfe Hunt as President. 

Seashore Camp Ground School. 

This school of the church is having the best year in its history. 
It has an enrollment of 85. We are pleased to note the thorough- 
ness of the work done by the high stand taken by its graduates in the 
Colleges where they have entered. We recommend the appointment 
of H. W. Van Hook as President. 

Seashore Divinity School. 

The eighth session of this important school was well attended 
and in many respects the best in its history. There have been over 
800 registrations in the school to date. A most helpful and attractive 
program is being prepared for the next session, and your Board is 
insistent in its recommendation to young preachers to avail them- 
selves of the advantages offered. 

The Board had before it a memorial from the Port Gibson Dis- 
trict Conference, asking for the creation of a loan fund to be used in 
educating young ministers and that twenty-five per cent of the col- 
lection for education be appropriated for this purpose. 

The first part of this request is granted in the recommendation 
of “Vocation Day,” but the Board reports non-concurrence as to the 
use of the educational funds. 

A second memorial from the Port Gibson Conference was before 
us, which called for the installment of an Agricultural and Mechanical 
Department in Millsaps College. 

However desirable such a department might be in Millsaps, your 
Board felt compelled to non-concur. 

The Conference is asked for its hearty commendation of the 
effort being made by the State Department of Education in eradi- 
cating illiteracy in the State of Mississippi. 
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The Treasurer’s report for the year now closing is appended.

Jackson, Mississippi, December 18, 1916. 

Opening 1 — The Conference met at 3:00 o’clock p. m., with 
T. B. Holloman in the Chair. 

Devotions — The devotional exercises were conducted by 
J. B. Randolph, Manager of the Orphans’ Home. 

Bishop Murrah — Bishop Murrah resumed the Chair. 

Unification — A. P. Watkins read the following resolu- 
tions concerning the Unification of American Methodism. On 
motion, they were unanimously adopted: 

Mississippi Conference Resolutions on Unification. 

Whereas the Federal Council of Methodism, created by the Gen- 
eral Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Methodist 
Protestant Church, and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, has 
prepared a plan to be submitted to the General Conferences and peo- 
ple of the respective Churches, which provides “for such unification, 
through reorganization of the Methodist Churches concerned, as 
shall insure the unity of purpose, administration, evangelistic effort, 
and all other functions, for which our Methodism has stood from the 
beginning,” which plan was presented with certain suggested modi- 
fications, in a report of its Committee on Church Relations, to the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
session in Oklahoma City, May 1914, and later was submitted to the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in session 
in Saratoga Springs; and 

Whereas our General Conference, with great earnestness and 
without a dissenting voice, declared (1) that it considered the plan 
outlined in the report as tentative, but, nevertheless, as containing 
the basic principles of a genuine unification, and (2) that it regarded 
the unification of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Methodist 
Protestant Church, and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, by 
the plan proposed, as feasible and desirable, and thereby declared 
itself in favor of the unification of the Churches concerned, in accord- 
ance with this general plan of reorganization, and (3) that its repre- 
sentatives in the Federal Council were thereby instructed and em- 
powered to act as Commissioners in elaborating and perfecting the 
tentative plan, which had been proposed, and in carrying forward 
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such negotiations as have for their purpose, and may result in, the 
consummation of the proposed unification in accordance with the basic 
principles enunciated in the suggestions, which were adopted by the 
Joint Commission and reported to the General Conferences; and 
which plan was also passed upon and adopted by the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church at Saratoga Springs, with 
certain recommendations following, and their representatives in- 
structed and empowered to carry forward the negotiations; and 

Whereas our honored Bishops, in a recent communication to the 
Church, have declared “that as Bishops of the Church we consider 
ourselves bound to support and maintain this action (of the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South) to the full 
extent of our ability and influence,” and that “any statement to the 
contrary, by whomsoever made, is utterly without foundation in fact;” 
therefore. 

Resolved, by the Mississippi Annual Conference, in session 
assembled, 

1. That we hereby express our hearty approval of the action of 
our General Conference in Oklahoma City, (1) in its declaration con- 
cerning unification by reorganization; (2) in its recommended modi- 
fications of the tentative plan; (3) and in its instructions to its rep- 
resentatives to continue the negotiations in elaborating and perfect- 
ing the general plan proposed for the unification of American 
Methodism, and pledge to our brethren of the Joint Commission our 
sympathetic interest and our prayers that the results of their labors 
may be promotive of the honor of our Lord and of the glory and use- 
fulness of Methodism in the United States. 

2. That we hereby register our endorsement of the recommen- 
dations of our General Conference “that the colored membership of 
the various Methodist bodies be formed into independent organiza- 
tions, holding fraternal relations with the reorganized and united 
Church.” 



3. That we hereby request our preachers in charge to use the 
eleven o’clock hour of Sunday, December 31st to present to their 
congregations the theme, “The Spirit of Methodism” and that we call 
our people to an hour of earnest intercessory prayer at a watchnight 
service, especially interceding and importuning that the Holy Spirit 
may control the deliberations and lead to the conclusions of the 
Joint Commission in their meetings. 

4. That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to the Secre- 



tary of our Commission.

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treasurer, was accepted, and W. E. Morse, of Jackson, Miss., was 
elected to fill the vacancy, and all remittances should be forwarded 
to him.

Report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Committee on Sabbath Observance, 
make the following report: 

We note the deplorable fact that there is a growing tendency 
among some of our people to depreciate and desecrate the Holy Sab- 
bath until they have come to the place that they have ceased to re- 
gard it at all, either in spirit or in letter. 

In many places we find men engaged in ordinary work or in 
fishing and hunting, attending ball games^ auto riding, frequenting 
places of amusement, patronizing cold drink stands, riding Sunday 
excursions on the Sabbath Day. This tendency has grown until, in 
some places, the Holy Sabbath, the day which God has instituted as

a day of rest and worship, has ceased to fill the purpose for which 
God intended it. 

We realize that when the Sabbath is used for other than that for 
which it was instituted, we lower the standard of our great Christ- 
ianity. We deplore the fact that unless the present tendencies are 
not averted the time is not far distant when our Sabbath will mean 
no more to us than the Jewish Sabbath means to the young Jew 
among us. 

We recommend that all our preachers be an example to others 
in fulfilling His great command, “Remember the Sabbath Day and 
keep it holy.” 

2. That each pastor be requested to preach on the origin and 
observance of the Holy Sabbath at least one time during the next 
Conference year.

The report of the Board of Missions was read and adopted 
as follows : 

Report of the Board of Missions. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Conference Board of Missions, beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

In this hour of crisis in world history, when the nations of 
Europe are suffering the horrors of frightful war and millions are 
famine stricken, the non-Christian nations are looking chiefly to the 
Churches of North America for the gospel and all that it brings; 
never has the world needed the gospel of peace and good will more 
than today, and if we fail them, to what nation can they go for the 
words of eternal life. 

The continued growth of our great Church in numbers, in ma- 
terial resources, and in multiform activity is a fact that calls for re- 
joicing and thanksgiving, and also for prayer and renewed diligence 
in behalf of missions. One of the plainest teachings of the Master 
is that “to whom much is given of him shall much be required.” This 
is true of Churches and nations as well as of individuals. In a recent 
message to the Annual Conferences, Dr. W. W. Pinson, our General 
Secretary, says: “No more deadly weapon can threaten the Church 

than wealth and power without the spirit of service. For its own 
soul’s sake the Church must not be permitted to consume its strength 
and resources on itself and forget its brothers in the nearby slums 
or in the far away dark places of the earth.” The Church finds her 
own best life in losing it in unselfish service, in obedience to the 
Great Commission. As Jacob Riis puts it: “For every dollar you 

send abroad to evangelize the heathen you release ten dollars for the 
needs of the home field.” 
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It is gratifying to note that the tide of missionary interest in our 
Church is steadily rising. Southern Methodists during 1915 gave to 
foreign missions, including woman’s work, $919,000.00, and it is con- 
fidently expected that by the end of this year we will pass the million 
dollar mark. 

We desire again to emphasize the importance of the every-mem- 
ber canvass, and earnestly request that such a canvass be made in 
every pastoral charge during the month of January, or as early in 
the year as practicable. Let us not forget that this is required by 
the Discipline. 

It is encouraging to note the growing interest in missionary 
“specials,” a goodly number having been assumed by Sunday Schools 
in our Conference the present year. Our General Secretaries state 
that one-fourth of our whole budget for foreign missions is now car- 
ried in “specials.” While one thousand Churches are carrying 
“specials,” there are fully five thousand more that could and would 
do likewise under proper leadership. 

Let us give earnest attention to the systematic missionary train- 
ing and instruction of our young people through the agency of the 
Sunday School and the Epworth League, a superb literature adapted 
to this need being at our disposal. Our General Board has decided 
to continue China as the special field for the study and support of 
the Sunday Schools during 1917, in the foreign department, and the 
Texas-Mexican mission for the Home Department. The report of our 
Joint Sunday School Field Secretary, Rev. J. L. Neill, shows that 
he has been abundant in labors and that his work is already produc- 
tive of gratifying results in quickened interest in missions and in the 
assuming of “specials.” We recommend the election of a Superin- 
tendent of missions in each District, whose duty it shall be to dis- 
tribute missionary information and literature to the pastors, Sunday 
School superintendents, and officers, and in lining up the Sunday 
Schools in missions according to the requirements of the Discipline. 

We recommend the reappointment of Rev. J. L. Neill as Mis- 
sionary Secretary and Joint Sunday School Field Secretary. 

Although the sphere of usefulness of the Bethel at Gulfport has 
been greatly lessened because of war conditions this work has been 
kept going, and Bibles and tracts have been distributed among the 
sailors as needed. The work of our good women at the Wesley 
House, Biloxi, has never been more successful than during this year. 
We recommend the reappointment of Rev. W. T. Griffin as Superin- 
tendent of the Sailors’ Rest. 

We rejoice to note that the labors of our Conference Evangelist, 
Rev. D. E. Kelly, have been attended with a large measure of suc- 
cess. We recommend his reappointment for the ensuing year. We 
also respectfully recommend the appointment of Rev. J. V. Bennett 
as Evangelist; and of Rev. P. H. Howse as Evangelist for the Hat- 
tiesburg District. We recommend the election of the following com- 
mittee on Evangelism: C. W. Crisler, W. B. Jones and H. B. Watkins.

of $14,050.00. Collected on specials, $4,019.72. Total for Missions, 
$23,555.24. 

The assessment for Foreign Missions for 1917 has been fixed at

$13,670.00. Of this latter amount, $4,320.00 has been assessed by our 
General Board for connectional Home Missions.

Report of the Board of Church Extension. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — This Conference Board was delighted to have the 
General Secretary of the Church Extension Board with us during this 
Conference; and we feel sure that the whole Conference was edified 
as well as delightfully entertained by his address on Friday evening. 

We believe that no connectional interest of our beloved Church 
has a stronger man at its head than has the Board of Church Exten- 
sion in the person of Rev. W. F. McMurry, D.D. 

The progress made during the past few years in the Loan Fund 
is truly gratifying to us all, the capital now being $804,629.08. 

The New Office Building dedicated last May is a great achieve- 
ment for the Board, costing approximately $70,000.00, dedicated with- 
out taking a dollar out of the Church Extension capital, and at the 
same time increasing our Loan Fund capital more than ever before 
in one year. 

The demand for larger and better arranged houses of worship 
is increasing all the time, and that means, larger demands for help 
from this Board comes year after year. 

We earnestly wish that a much larger per cent of the assessment 
placed upon this Conference had been paid, the per cent being only 
61 1-2. But even with the small amount of money we have to donate 
and loan there have been several churches, and a few parsonages. 
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built this year that would not have been built but for the assurance 
that this Board would help them. 



Conference Loan Fund 



Our Conference Loan Fund is growing each year, and within a 
few years we will be able to help in the launching of new buildings 
in a more effective way. This fund now amounts to $2,891.36. 

Your Board would urge upon all pastors and Building Commit- 
tees who purpose asking for help from this Board to submit to the 
Executive Committee the plans and specifications of said building, 
whenever practicable, before beginning the work. 

We would make this request of those churches that have already 
been aided in building, viz.: That if your Church plan is worth du- 
plicating anywhere, send it to the Secretary of this Board, when you 
are through with it. We may be able to use it to an advantage in 
helping other churches. 

Your Board has acted in harmony with a resolution adopted at 
Louisville last May, and has decided to administer our half of the 
funds through the General Office, requiring the same Mortgage and 
Refunding Bonds for the Conference donations that the General 
Board requires for its donations whenever practicable. Hence, it may 
require a few days longer for you to receive the money donated to 
your Church. 

Applications. 

We have had before us fourteen applications for aid to churches 
and seven for aid to parsonages, asking for a total amount of $3,- 
740.00. We only had $1,940.00 for donations to both churches and 
parsonages and $900.00 for loan. 

Under these conditions we could not grant the requests in full.

MISSISSIPPI CONFERENCE SUNDAY SCHOOL 
FIELD SECRETARY. 

To the Mission and Sunday School Boards: 

Dear Brethren — We have had a good year. The collections are 
all in full. It has been a busy year, at times a little trying and nerve- 
racking, but as I look back over it today I believe without doubt it 
is one of, if not the most, profitable and fruitful year’s in all my 
ministry. 

Many things have entered together to make this so. The work 
accomplished and the ease with which it has been done is not simply 
because you have had a secretary in the field. His work to a great 
extent would have been a waste of time and energy had it not have 
been for the hearty co-operation of others. 

Among the many factors contributing to the success of the work 
for the year I would like to enumerate a few that they may go on 
record. 

1st. The attitude of the two Boards in leaving to the discretion 
of the secretary the determination of his course. Counseling with 
him at all times, the giving of their time and thought to the work, 
and then backing up with prayer and effort whatever course was 
deemed best to follow. 

2nd. The wise, efficient, consecrated leadership on the part of 
all of the presiding elders. The value of their counsel and direction 
of the work in their respective districts during the year has been 
incalculable. The presiding elder is without doubt the key to the 
situation. 

3rd. The loyal reception, support, and follow up work done by 
the pastors and Sunday School officers and teachers everywhere I 
have been. 

4th. The thorough organization of the districts with the elec- 
tion of Departmental Superintendents in each District. This has 
added forty-two willing and capable voluntary workers to the force. 

5th. The brotherly advice, counsel, and co-operation of our 
efficient Divisional Field Secretary, Mr. A. L. Dietrich. We certainly 
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owe to him a vote of appreciation and thanks for the great amount 
of work he has done for us. 

6th. The work done by Mrs. Neill. She has given to you gladly 
and freely her time and talents during the entire year. And I am 
frank to say that she has saved for the Board in stenographic and 
other office expense four or five hundred dollars. In other words 
she has by her work enabled us to accomplish things that could not 
have been done without the aid of a competent stenographer. 
Financial: 

The Mission Board has paid its pro-rata of the salary account at 
the end of each month. The Sunday School Board has paid its pro- 
rata at the first of each month and has already paid for the first 
month of the new year. 

Itemized expense account has been sent to the chairman and 
treasurer of the Sunday School Board each month and I will not 
burden this report with a duplication of it. But give only a general 
summary:

Thorough District Organization with the following officers: 

(See Supplement for List of Officers). 

Recommendations: 

1st. The selection and election of a competent person to do 
both office and elementary work. This individual to be known as 
the Conference Elementary Secretary. 

2nd. The election of a Superintendent of Missions in each Dis- 
trict whose duties would be to distribute missionary information and 
literature to the pastors, S. S. superintendents, teachers, and officers. 
And to endeavor to have the disciplinary requirements concerning 
missions in the Sunday School observed in each School. 

3rd. To study carefully the District Organization and further its 
work as much as possible by co-operating in every kind of way with 
the officers. 

4th. The organization of a Wesley Bible Class Federation at the 
earliest opportune time. 

5th. That renewed and energetic effort be made to secure the 
proper observance of Childrens Day in every charge. 

6th. That we co-operate with the Seashore Divinity School in 
its endeavor to make it more of a school of methods in the addition 
of other departments of work. That our S. S. Board join with the 
S. S. Boards of the other patronizing conferences in securing a 
thoroughly competent instructor in Sunday School matters to use 
one hour each day at next year’s session of the Divinity School. 

7th. That the S. S. Board investigate the advantages and possi- 
bilities of the issuing of a Conference Sunday School Hand Book 
right away. 

8th. That in case they deem it inadvisable to issue the Hand 
Book this year that they request that a complete list of the charges, 
Sunday Schools, and the superintendents, with their post office ad- 
dresses be given in the minutes of this session of the Conference. 
And that the treasurer of the S. S. Board be ordered to pay to the 
Editor of the Journal whatever additional expense attached to the 
printing of this material if the conference should reject the carrying 
of it and prorating the expense to the various boards as at present.

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9th. That the Conference be asked to accept and adopt the 
GOALS assigned us by the General Sunday School Board which will 
be as follows: 

Increase in Sunday School Enrollment 5,000 

Increase in Wesley Bible Class Members 1,250 

Enrolled on Cradle Roll 625 

Enrolled in Home Department 1,250 

Enrolled in Teacher-Training Classes 600 

Increase circulation Sunday School Periodicals 5,000 

Raised for Missions in Sunday Schools $12,600 

Children’s Day Offerings $ 2,000 

Joined Church from Sunday School , 4,000 

We have from now until the next session of our General Con- 
ference to reach these various goals, a period of approximately 
eighteen months. And I think by proper effort we might even go 
beyond some of them, and at least come up to all of them. 

Conclusion: 

Personally I much prefer the pastorate, but if in the providence 
of God the two Boards and Bishop see fit to continue me in the 
present position I assure you that the best service I can render will 
be gladly given with no other thought than to “Study to show myself 
approved unto God.” If continued in the work I covet and am sure 
will have the prayer, sympathy, and hearty co-operation of every 
member of the two Boards with all of the pastors and Sunday School 
workers.
